Defense Counsel Offers No

The case against Mitchell D. Siderius 
and Robert Fields, charged with grand 
theft as a result of the Black Oak mine 
highgrading investigation, will go to the 
jury sometime this afternoon. 

The prosecution closed Thursday af- | 
ternoon and the trial entered its fi- 
nal phase rapidly as the defense Fri- 
day morning failed to call any wit- 
nesses to the stand and rested without 
offering any direct defense to the 
charges. 

At the conclusion of the state’s case, 
Defense Counsel Wallace Shepard had 
moved for a directed verdict and the 
motion was argued shortly after court 
convened Friday morning at nine o’- 
clock and was, by the court, denied. 

Thereafter District Attorney Henry 
S. Lyon moved to dismiss three counts 
of grand theft as brought against Rob- 
ert Fields and two counts of grand | 
theft as brought against Mitchell D. 
Siderius, for the reason that sufficient | 
corroborating evidence to sustain them 
was lacking. The motion was granted. 

It was at this point that the defense 
announced it would present no wit- 
nesses. |

tion was by C. W. Pearson, whom Dis-
